T his is a year of significant reviews of 
provincial policies. 

The Niagara Escaipment Plan, the Oak 
Ridges Moraine Plan, the Greenbelt Plan as 
well as the Growth Strategy Plan are all up for 

In addition there are plans to review the 
Metrolinx plan, the wedands policies and the 
conservation authority policies. 

Having served a two-year term and a 
current three-year term on the Niagara 
Escarpment Commission, I am awaiting 
a decision by May to see if I will remain a 
member of the NEC. During the past two 
years we have devoted considerable time to 
the consideration of possible changes and 


improvements to the Niagara Escarpment 
Plan and to updates which would align the 
policies and wordings among the various 
plans under review. 

The Niagara Escarpment Commission com¬ 
prises eight members of the public and eight 
members of the municipalities in which the 
escarpment is located, plus a chair. All mem¬ 
bers are reviewed by a secretariat and appoint- 

provincial cabinet. Meetings are held monthly 
at the headquarters in Georgetown, with one- 
day policy meetings in the spring and fall in 
the Niagara region and in the near north. 

The Niagara Escarpment Plan oudines 
land use designations, development criteria 
and related permitted uses, including farm¬ 
ing, forestry and mineral extraction. It also 
provides the framework for a string of 141 


Niagara Escarpment parks and open spaces 
linked by the Bruce Trail, Canada’s oldest and 
longest footpath which stretches 773 kilome¬ 
tres from Queenston Heights to Tobermorey. 

The escarpment extends beyond our prov¬ 
ince through New York state and on the west 
to Michigan, Wisconsin and Illinois. 

Designated a UNESCO World Biosphere 
Reserve in 1990, the Niagara Escarpment is 


is the cornerstone of Ontario’s Greenbelt. 

A landscape of rich biodiversity, home to 
hundreds of Ontario’s species at risk, vital 
watersheds, agricultural areas and a 450-mil- 
lion-year-old geological history, the Niagara 
Escarpment is a treasure to protect for future 
generations of Ontarians. 

boundaries, the escarpment areas are not 


identified by straight lines. 

First protected in 1985, the escarpment 
is protected by identified zones. These are 
the natural areas, the Protected areas, the 
Rrural areas, the mineral extraction areas, the 
recreation areas and the urban areas. Since 
first identified, there has been consider¬ 
able improvements to mapping and on-site 
inspection and consideration is being given 
to upgrading the boundaries of the various 
protected areas based on modern science 
and mapping tools. 

As the spring approaches, why not con¬ 
sider a hike along the Bruce Trail to explore 
our treasure, the Niagara Escarpment.

J. Gilhoa was huilt at Hamburg, West 
Germany, in 1957 and scrapped there 19 
years later after a fire. 

It is quite unusual for a ship to be 
constructed and dismantled at the same 

The 156.96-metre-long, 10,323 gross 
tonne freighter was completed in April 
1957 for the Israeli firm of Cargo Ships El 
Yam Ltd. It was equipped with six cargo 

ice and able to carry more than 14,900 
tonnes of cargo. 

Har Gilboa came to the Great Lakes 
about the midpoint of its career heading 
through the St. Lawrence Seaway in 1968. 
It was not a regular inland traveller and 
was sold to Greek interests and renamed 
Erinio in 1972. 

The ship was at North Shields, 

England, undergoing repairs at the 
famous Swan Hunter shipyard when a 

5,1975. Despite a valiant effort to fight 
the flames, the blaze did considerable 
damage and resulted in a decision to sell 
the vessel for scrap rather than repair it. 

It was sold to Eckhardt & Co. and 
arrived back at Hamburg on Feb. 23, 

1976, less than 20 years after it left, and 
was broken up for recycling.

The guy who has played with Cana¬ 
dian the likes of Sass Jordan and local 
bassist Daryl Gray of Helix has just fin¬ 
ished playing lead and rhythm guitar on 
an album alongside Larry Gowan. 

On the home front, Borden is singer 
and guitarist in the rock band Blood of 
VanGogh. He co-wrote and produced the 
band's self-titled, debut album in 2013. 

And this month, Borden released 
his first instrumental album, Chasing a 
Dream, a project that's a litde bit country 
and a litde bit rock 'n roll. 

Gary is also the guy who designed the 
carpet in the Niagara IceDogs dressing 

And in the midst of all this, he dis¬ 
covered something about his heritage 
that might explain his need for creativ¬ 
ity in life. Seems he's related to the post- 
impressionist Dutch, one-eared painter 
Vincent van Gogh. Think Starry Night 
and Sunflowers. 

Gary's aunt, while researching the 
family's genealogy, made the discovery. 

Borden grew up in Dryden in northern 
Ontario and was born into music. His 
dad played accordion, his mom accor¬ 
dion and organ. And when Gary was 11, 
the family cut its first vinyl recording — 
mom, dad, Gary on drums and older 
brother Roger on guitar and sax. 

The playlist was eclectic. Think Ten¬ 
nessee Waltz, Spanish Eyes, It's Still Rock 
and Roll to Me and Theme from Star 
Wars, united in musical diversity on a 
record they called Good Times, The Bor- 

His first break came when he was 
working at a music store in Dryden. 

He found an ad in Guitar Player maga¬ 
zine for a contest sponsored by Eric Clap¬ 
ton, American guitar company Fender, 
and the Musicians Institute in Califor- 

He sent off a demo, and told no one 
except his brother. 

When Fender called him out of the 
playing a prank, and uttered an unfortu-

"That kinda made it reality, that I was 
good enough," he says. 

His brother, Roger, was his biggest fan 
whose encouragement fueled the con¬ 
fidence he needed to enrol in the Musi¬ 
cians Institute. Roger died in 1988, and 
Gary dedicates the song, Alone, on Blood 
of VanGogh to his brother. 

Gary moved to St. Catharines after he
